Premier Stephen McNeil says 
it’s still too early for the prov¬ 
ince to weigh in on whether or 
not Halifax should have an out¬ 
door stadimn, but he’s “more 
than willing” to have a conver¬ 
sation about the idea.

ships with the city in order 
to make the stadium dream a 
reality, after CFL commission¬ 
er Mark Cohon visited Hahfax 
last week. 

McNeil said the stadium has 
come up in talks with Savage, 
and noted the mayor is “veiy 
passionate” about the project. 

From a provincial point of 
view, McNeil said they have 
to look at what infrastructure 
is needed and how a stadium 
could benefit Nova Scotia. 

He said a formal plan 
should look into what the sta¬ 
dium would be used for, such 
as finking it together with uni¬ 
versity teams or other organiz¬ 
ations besides just a CFL team. 

“All those kinds of ques¬ 
tions,” McNeil said. “It’s veiy 
early for us to determine that, 
but we’re more than happy to 
have a conversation.”

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Sweeping review 


Public education 
system to go 
underthe 
microscope 

The Nova Scotia govern¬ 
ment is poised to conduct 
a sweeping review of the 
province’s public educa¬ 
tion system, saying the 
last time it went under 
the microscope was 25 
years ago. 

“Think about how 
much has changed in the 
last 25 years,” Premier 
Stephen McNeil said 
Tuesday, adding that the 
process will go beyond 
the curriculum review he 
promised during the elec¬ 
tion campaign last fall. 

Among other things, 
McNeil said the review 
will look at the length of 
the school day, the length 
of the academic year and 
the use of technology in 
classrooms. 

“It will be a broader, 
deeper dive,” McNeil said 
in a speech to the Halifax 
Chamber of Commerce. 

“We need to make sure 
that we’re providing the 
next generation of young 
Nova Scotians with the 
skills required to meeting 
the ever-changing de¬ 
mands of our economy.” 

The study will be 
conducted by a group of 
prominent Nova Scotians, 
though McNeil didn’t 
say who would be on the 
panel. 

The terms of the 
review panel and its mem¬ 
bership were scheduled to 
be announced Wednesday 
by Education Minister 
Karen Casey. 

During the election 
campaign, McNeil also 
promised to cap class size 
at 20 students for primary 
to Grade 2, and at 25 for 
grades 3 to 6.

Criticism. McNeil says 
proposed changes 
will harm provincial 
literacy programs 


Premier Stephen McNeil has 
added his name to the list of 
premiers criticizing the fed¬ 
eral government over proposed 
changes to the Canada Job 
Grant. 

The changes aimormced ear¬ 
lier this month in the federal 
budget will harm provincial 
literacy programs and won’t 
work for businesses in the prov¬ 
ince, McNeil said Tuesday after 
a speech to the Halifax Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce. 

“We also believe that the 


Canada Job Grant doesn’t work 
for Nova Scotia companies and 
we’ve heard it loud and clear,” 
McNeil said. “This absolutely 
makes no sense.” 

The proposed grant initially 
offered $15,000 for each eligible 
worker to be divided equally 
among Ottawa, the provinces 
and employers. But Ottawa has 
faced intense criticism that the 
program would siphon federal 
cash from existing provincially 
run programs for youth, aborig¬ 
inals and disabled workers. 

“We’ve clearly stated that 
we’re not happy,” McNeil said. 
“The Canada Job Grant pro¬ 
gram will cause organizations 
that are providing literacy pro¬ 
grams and life sldlls to Nova 
Scotians to be really put under 
pressure. It’s a substantial 


amoimt of money.” 

The federal government 
has since said it will cover the 
provincial share and dehver the 
program on its own if it can’t 
reach a deal with the provinces 
by April 1. 

But Employment Minister 
Jason Kenney has stressed that 
Ottawa’s preference is to reach 
an agreement in ongoing talks 
with the provinces and territor¬ 
ies. A spokeswoman for Kenney 
said Tuesday that the Canada 
Job Grant also has the support 
of unions, employer associa¬ 
tions and educators across the 
coimtiy. 

Still, the latest proposal has 
caused fresh indignation in 
Quebec, where the Harper gov¬ 
ernment has been accused of 
encroaching on provincial turf

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Concern. Family, friends 
of missing Halifax 
woman growing worried 


Friends and family of Loretta 
Saunders are growing more 
concerned as the Halifax 
woman hasn’t been seen for 
nearly a week. 

Saunders, 26, was reported 
missing on Monday after she 
was last seen Thursday leaving 
her apartment in Cowie HiU. 
She was in contact with friends 
through online messaging on 
Friday, but there has been noth¬ 
ing since then. 

Delilah Terriak, Saunders’ 
sister, started the Facebook 
group Help Bring Loretta Sarm- 
ders home and planned to fly 
back to Halifax from British 
Columbia on Wednesday. 

“My heart is breaking more 



and more as time passes and 
my sister is the one who en¬ 
courages and inspires me to 
persevere,” Terriak wrote in a 
Facebook post. 

Terriak’s friend Bridget 
Broussard, who she works with 
in British Columbia, said Ter¬ 
riak hadn’t been concerned 
about Saimders for the first few 
days, but is now “really wor¬ 
ried.” 

“ft’s really, really rmlike 
her at all and she tells Delilah 
eveiything,” said Broussard. 

Halifax Regional Police 
spokesman. Const. Pierre Bour- 
dages, said Saunders’ family 
from Newformdland and Labra¬ 
dor reported her missing. 

“There’s no indication she 
went back there, although it’s 
possible,” said Bourdages. “ft’s 
veiy rmusual from her to not be 
in contact with anyone.” 

Sarmders, a Saint Maiy’s 
University student, is described 
as five-foot-seven, 120 poimds 
with light brovm straight hair. 
She is believed to be driving a 
blue 2000 Toyota Cehca with 
the Newformdland and Labra¬ 
dor licence plate of HCP 543, 
and a loud aftermarket mufiler.

Unsolved. Murder of 
Dartmouth woman added 
to N.S. rewards program 


The province has added the 
murder of a young Dart¬ 
mouth woman to its rewards 
for unsolved crimes program. 

Keya Simon, 19, died after 
a fight during a party at the 
Pinecrest Drive home of her 
sister, Tiesha Allison, late on 
Jan. 8, 2011. 

Simon’s parents, Torina 
and Noel Simon, told Metro 
last month they believe Alli¬ 
son, along with several other 
people at the party, knows 
who is responsible for the 
murder — but won’t tell po¬ 
lice, possibly for fear of being 
labeled a “rat.” 

Anyone sharing informa¬ 
tion leading to the arrest and 
conviction of those respon¬ 
sible for Simon’s death could 
receive up to $150,000. 

“1 know it has been dif¬ 
ficult for Ms. Simon’s family 
to know that so many people 
were present the night she 
died and yet so little infor¬ 
mation has come forward,” 
Justice Minister Lena Diab 
says in a statement released 
Tuesday. “1 would urge any¬ 
one with any information, no 
matter how small it seems, to 



contact the rewards line and 
help police solve this case.” 

Halifax Regional Police 
spokesperson Const. Pierre 
Bourdages told Metro last 
month there was nothing 
new to report in the case, and 
said it’s up to eyewitnesses to 
speak up. 

“We encourage these 
people to do the right thing 
and report what they saw 
or heard to police so we 
can move forward with the 
investigation,” HRP Chief 
Jean-Michel Blais says in a 
statement.

Lawsuit. Defendants 
deny allegations, 
say they've done 
nothing wrong 


Halifax-based Irviug Shipbuild¬ 
ing has added the Davie ship¬ 
yard in Quebec as a defendant 
in its lawsuit against one of 
its former employees who it 
alleges took confidential com¬ 
pany information. 

Irving’s statement of claim 
with the Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court has been amended to 
include Davie, where Jared 
Newcombe now works as the 
chief operational ofiicer after 
resigning from the Irving ship¬ 
yard last April. 

Irving alleges in its lawsuit 


that Newcombe took docu¬ 
ments and electronic records 
that contain sensitive company 
information and gave some or 
all of that information to other 
Davie employees. 

“Newcombe had no legitim¬ 
ate workplace need or purpose 
in relation to his downloading 
and/or copying of the misappro¬ 
priated (Irving Shipbuilding) 
documents and information,” 
the statement of claim alleges. 

“Davie’s conduct amoimts 
to inducing Newcombe to 
breach his contractual duties 
toward (Irving Shipbuilding).” 

In a statement of defence, 
Newcombe denies that he 
breached confidence and says 
the information wasn’t propri- 
etaiy because it was comprised 
of his work and taken from 
other industiy sources. 


“ft was derived from tem¬ 
plates and information (Irv¬ 
ing Shipbuilding) personnel 
utilized from other industiy 
sources,” the document says. 

“In the alternative, if the 
(Irving Shipbuilding) informa¬ 
tion is confidential, which is 
not admitted but denied, the 
defendant did not misuse the 
confidential information.” 


The allegations have not 
been proven in court. 

Davie issued a statement 
categorically denying all of Irv¬ 
ing’s allegations. 

“Davie intends to rigor¬ 
ously defend against these al¬ 
legations,” the company said. 
“Davie is confident that the 
court will find in its favour.”

As police dismantled some 
of the barricades and tried to 
push away the protesters, they 
fought back with rocks, bats 
and firebombs.

Russian punk group Pussy 
Riot burst onto the Olympic 
scene Tuesday when two of 
its members were picked 
up by police in Sochi — and 
then ran away defiant down 
a rain-soaked street a few 
hours later, shouting and 
wearing their trademark 
balaclavas. 

The police questioning of 
Russia’s most recognizable 
punk rockers, along with 
detentions of activists in re¬ 
cent days, brought political 
tensions to the fore at Vladi¬ 
mir Putin’s showcase Winter 
Olympics. 


Nadezhda Tolokonnikova 
and Maria Alekhina, along 
with seven others, were held 
by police near Sochi’s feriy 
terminal, a popular area for 
fans celebrating the Games. 
Police said they were ques¬ 
tioned in connection with a 
theft at a hotel. No charges 
were filed. 

“Putin will teach you how 
to love the motherland!” the 
women chanted on leaving 
the police station, their fists 
in the air and blue, pink and 
orange ski masks covering 
their faces. 

Tolokonnikova said Tues¬ 


day’s detention followed 
three days of police harass¬ 
ment. She also said the two 
band members were de¬ 
tained for several hours the 
previous two days. 

“We members of Pussy 
Riot have been here since 
late Sunday and we were con¬ 
stantly detained since then,” 
Tolokonnikova said after her 
release. “We are constantly 
surrounded by people, not 
you journalists, but people 
who are shadowing us, fol¬ 
lowing our every move and 
looking for any excuse to de¬ 
tain us.” THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


Renewed criticism 


Russia’s suppression of 
protests has been widely 
denounced in the West and 
the Pussy Riot detentions 
brought renewed criticism. 


• “In Putin's Russia, the

Opposition leader Leopoldo 
Lopez emerged from days 
of hiding and surrendered 
to police before thousands 
of supporters on Tuesday, 
saying he hopes his arrest 
awakens Venezuela to the 
corruption and economic 


disaster caused by 15 years 
of socialist rule. 

Speaking via mega¬ 
phone to over 5,000 people, 
Lopez said that he doesn’t 
fear going to jail to defend 
his beliefs and right to 
peacefully protest against 
President Nicolas Maduro. 

Lopez was being sought 
by authorities for allegedly 
inciting violence during 
protests last week in which 
three people were killed.

Calgary. Parents face 
murder charges after

Police say they expect to lay 
murder charges against the 
parents of a 15-year-old boy 
who died from diabetes com¬ 
plications.

Home brew program 
helps alcohol addicts

Drug Users Resource

Instead of sitting back while 
illicit drinkers poison them¬ 
selves with high-alcohol prod¬ 
ucts like Listerine and hand 
sanitizer, a Vancouver non¬ 
profit decided to help them 
get away from the products 
no human is meant to ingest. 

The Portland Hotel So¬ 
ciety — yes, the same folks 
that made headlines around 
the world last week for crack 
pipe vending machines — of¬ 
fers a program where severe 
alcoholics can make home 
brew at its Drug Users Re¬ 
source Centre located across 
from Oppenheimer Park, a 
green space where some of 
the problem drinkers congre¬ 
gate during the day. 

Called the “drinkers 
lounge,” members in the 
year-old program must at¬ 
tend weekly meetings to be 
eligible to brew their own 
booze, said Mark Townsend 
of the PHS. 

If people attend the meet¬ 
ings to discuss health, learn 
CPR and get help with treat¬ 
ment plans, they can then 
contribute $10 to buy a brew 
kit with four others. 

“We want there to be a 
commitment to education 
and the group to be a positive 


influence,” Townsend said. 
“We don’t want to just ran¬ 
domly hand out stuff.” 

About 30 people are in¬ 
volved in brewing, with an¬ 
other 60 enrolled just for the 
meetings. 

Outside of the club, the 
centre has a hydration team 
that goes out twice a day to 
places where illicit drinkers 
hang out to check on them, 
encourage them to drink 
water or juice and bring them 
back to the centre. 


It’s a pragmatic, self-fund¬ 
ed initiative that helps a very 
small group of people (there’s 
an estimated 200 illicit drink¬ 
ers) who, if left on the streets 
to ingest substances like hair- 
spray, often have negative 
interactions with police or 
end up in hospital, Townsend 
said. 

While initiatives like this 
and the crack pipe vending 
machine tend to grab head¬ 
lines, they’re all part of how 
the PHS reduces harm in a 


cost effective way. It also pro¬ 
vides detox, banking services 
and housing. 

“All these things fit in the 
same basket of intervention,” 
Townsend said, noting that 
managed alcohol programs 
have been underway with 
doctor supervision at one of 
its social housing sites for 
eight years. This program 
simply targets people who 
are more transient, he said, 
and there has been no push 
back at all since it started. 


Charlotte’s Web: A pot strain for seizures?

The doctors were out of ideas 
to help Charlotte Figi, then five. 

Suffering from a rare gen¬ 
etic disorder, she had as many 
as 300 grand mal seizures a 
week, used a wheelchair, went 
into repeated cardiac arrest and 
could barely speak. As a last re¬ 
sort, her mother began calling 
medical marijuana shops. 

Two years later, Charlotte is 
largely seizure-free and able to 
walk, talk and feed herself after 
taking oil infused with a special 
pot strain. Her recovery has 
inspired both a name for the 
strain of marijuana she takes 
that is bred not to make users 


high — Charlotte’s Web — 
and an influx of families with 
seizure-stricken children to 
Colorado from states that ban 
the drug. 

“She can walk, talk; she ate 
chih in the car,” her mother, 
Paige Figi, said as her dark¬ 
haired daughter strolled 
through a cavernous green¬ 
house full of marijuana plants 
that will later be broken down 
into their anti-seizure compon¬ 
ents and mixed with olive oil 
so patients can consume them. 
“So rU fight for whoever wants 
this.” 

Doctors warn there is no 


proof that Charlotte’s Web is ef¬ 
fective, or even safe. 

In the frenzy to find the 
drug, there have been reports of 
non-authorized suppfiers offer¬ 
ing bogus strains of Charlotte’s 
Web. In one case, a doctor said, 
parents were told they could 
repficate the strain by cooking 
marijuana in butter. Their child 
went into heavy seizures. 

“We don’t have any peer- 
reviewed, published literature 
to support it,” Dr. Lany WoUc, 
the state health department’s 
chief medical ofiicer, said of 
Charlotte’s Web.

As Kim Shaheen takes his 
nightly walk around his sub¬ 
urban Regina neighbourhood, 
there are lots of smiles, some 
stares and a few questions. 

And they are all focused on 
the African serval cat on a har¬ 
ness with Shaheen. 

For many, the animal — 
the smallest out of the African 
cat family — is usually not the 
first thing that comes to mind 
when choosing a new pet. 

But for Shaheen and his 
wife, Pam, a couple from Re¬ 
gina with three grown chil¬ 
dren, it was the perfect way to 
round out their family. 

The 30-pound pet, named 
Jagger, has four litter boxes, 
regularly plays fetch in the 
park behind the house and 
sleeps in the same bed as the 
couple. 

“It’s like having a four- 
year-old that is never going to 
grow up,” Shaheen told Metro 
from his living room in north¬ 


east Regina. “It’s a pet that 
you get so close to because 
they are so dependant on 
you,” added Pam. 

Jagger is so much a part 
of the family that when the 
couple found out in Novem¬ 
ber 2012 — roughly seven 
months after they got the 
baby animal from a breeder 
in B.C. — that the province 
might not allow them to keep 


him, they started planning a 
move. “He’s got no claws, he’s 
never let out on his own (and) 
he’s fixed so he is not going 
to change the environment, 
so 1 am not quite sure what 
the issue is,” Pam said, adding 
that the city has no problem 
with the pet, just the prov¬ 
ince. 

The pair say that serval 
cats get attached to their 
owners and once separated, 
the pet will go so far as to 
starve itself instead of living 
without its family. That’s why, 
for the Shaheens, choosing to 
get Jagger was not a rash deci¬ 
sion but rather a 20-year com¬ 
mitment — and even a letter 


from provincial government 
officials asking them to vol¬ 
untarily remove Jagger from 
the province would not stand 
in their way. 

“(He’s) a family member. 
We can’t give him up,” said 
Shaheen, adding that the city 
was far more accommodat¬ 
ing. It was easy to register 
their exotic cat. “We are his 
pride ... even when we are not 
here for a few days, he gets 
depressed.” 

“They bond with one 
family for life,” said Pam. 

So the couple has embraced 
hving with their larger- 
than-hfe pet, taking him to 
schools and seniors homes 


for visits and watching him 
play with the family dog 
and cat. And not minding 
when he jumps up on the 
kitchen counters and fi 
costs them roughly $300 ' 
a month in “food and 
whatever he breaks.”

There’s the debate over wheth¬ 
er exotic animals are safe 
to keep as pets — and then, 
there’s the question of wheth¬ 
er they’re even legal to bring 
into Canada in the first place. 

“We’re seeing more traflBc 
of exotic pets,” Lyle Saigeon, 
executive director of the Sas¬ 
katchewan Ministiy of En¬ 
vironment’s fish and wildlife 
branch, told Metro. 

“The problem is that the 
exotic pet trade becomes kind 
of a global thing. And cer¬ 
tainly, a lot of exotic animals 
are being brought into Sas¬ 
katchewan, or other places in 
Canada, (through) onhne pet 
stores.” 

The continuing rapid in¬ 
crease in onhne pet sales has 
made purchasing animals for¬ 
eign to Canada far easier than 
it used to be. 

Saigeon points out that it’s 
“kind of a buyer-beware thing” 
as to whether the would-be 
pet is legal to own in Can¬ 
ada, or in any particular 
province or city — and 
therefore, whether the 
snake, hzard, monkey 
or mongoose can even 
cross the border in a 
box or by some other 
means and reach the 
purchaser’s property. 

If the creature is en¬ 
dangered, he said, “the 
federal government would not 
let something hke that into 


the countiy. But if it’s coming 
across in a box, a lot of times 
it’s not caught. And that’s cer¬ 
tainly the case for a lot of small¬ 
er animals.” 

Vem Ruml, who legally 
owns a dozen reptiles includ¬ 
ing a Burmese python, boa con¬ 
strictors and an alhgator snap¬ 
ping turtle at his home near 
Winnipeg, is concerned about 
transactions and transport of 
foreign animals. 

“If they’re not allowed, isn’t 
the only way to get them here 
to smuggle them?” said Ruml, 
who operated the Ruml’s Rep¬ 
tiles educational enterprise in 
Manitoba until about a decade 
ago. 

“That shouldn’t happen. 
If an animal isn’t supposed to 
be somewhere, it shouldn’t be 
there. Because ultimately, it’s 
the animal that suffers. Not the 
person.” ross romaniuk/metro 


If you’re uneasy about 
buying pets online, 
then you’re better off 
going to a local pet 
store where it’s more 
likely that the pets 
for sale are legal in a 
particular jurisdiction, 
advises Lyle Saigeon, 
executive director of the 
Saskatchewan Ministry 
of Environment’s fish 
and wildlife branch.

When exotic pets make head¬ 
lines, it’s usually not for a good 
reason — generally, the stoiy 
involves beasts who have es¬ 
caped, have injured someone 
or been seized by officials as 
smugglers tiy to bring them 
into the cormtiy. 

That can lead to a lot of 
head-shaking. Why, people 
wonder, does anyone want to 
obtain such creatures in the 
first place? 


“I think for some 
people it’s the challenge, but 
number one and foremost, it’s 
for the love of the animal,” said 
Scott Shoemaker, who acts as 
the director of Responsible 
Exotic Animal Ownership, a 
pro-position U.S. lobby group. 

Shoemaker owns tigers, Af¬ 
rican cats and cougars, and said 
he does it because of the con¬ 
nections he’s estabhshed with 
his pets. 

“There are a lot of people 
who buy these animals and 
they love them,” agreed Rob 
Laidlaw of Zoocheck, an organ¬ 
ization that’s on the other side 
of the exotic pet ownership de¬ 
bate. “They swear by what they 
are doing, are committed to it 
and defend it, and eveiy once 
in a while someone gets killed 
by their pet.” 

Since exotic animals tend to 


be so much work, and some are 
potentially lethal, owners who 
are not dedicated to such pets 
tend to get rid of them, which 
can cause problems if the ani¬ 
mals are simply let back into 
the wild. 

Laidlaw said that a variety of 
influences, including television 
shows featuring odd creatures, 
can prompt people to obtain 
an unusual pet. “People do just

buy animals on an 
impulse. They don’t know 
what they are getting into,” 
said Laidlaw. “They acquire 
the animal, get attached to the 
animal right away and end up 
keeping it.” But he also main¬ 
tains that some people want 
exotic pets because of the ego 
boost involved. “I always use 
the expression, ‘Give a nobody 
a cougar on a leash, they be¬ 
come a somebody,”’ he said. 

But Shoemaker maintains 
that’s not the reason people 
end up keeping such pets. “The 
commitment is 10 to 20 years, 
especially for a bigger cat. 
After the first couple of times 
it poops on your floor, it’s no 
longer cool — it’s some work,” 
said Shoemaker. 

“(People) may get into it 
because of that, but they don’t 
stay in it because it’s cool.” 


So, where can't I own a wolverine? 


The rules around exotic animal ownership in Canada are mostly a patchwork of provincial and municipal 
laws. Here are just some of the creatures you can’t keep in various jurisdictions across the country. 



Pets prohibited in 
Toronto include: 

• Canidae (such as coyotes, wolves, 
hybrid wolf dogs) except dogs 

• Chiroptera (bats such as fruit 
bats, myotis, flying foxes) 

• Felidae (such as tigers, leopards, 
cougars) except cats 

• Hyaenidae (such as hyenas) 

• Marsupials (such as kangaroos, 
opossums, wallabies) except sugar 
gliders derived from self-sustaining 
captive populations 

• Mustelidae (such as skunks, wea¬ 
sels, otters, badgers) except ferrets 

• Primates (such as gorillas, mon¬ 
keys, lemurs) 

• All venomous and poisonous 
animals 


Pets prohibited in 
Saskatoon include: 

• All bats 

• All Crocodilians 

• All hyenas 

• All Arachnids dangerous to 
humans, except tarantulas of the 
genera Aphonopelma, Avicularia 
and Grammostola 

• Canidae, except the domestic dog 

• All Edentates (such as anteaters, 
sloths and armadillos) 

• All Marsupials (such as kanga¬ 
roos and opossums) 

• Primates (such as gorillas and 
monkeys) 

• All Pinnipeds (such as seals, fur 
seals and walruses) 




Pets prohibited in 
Nova Scotia include: 

• Wild boar 

• Prairie dogs 

• All Hyaenidae (hyenas) 

• All Ursidae (bears) 

• All Cervidae (deer) 

• All Primates 

• All Pteropodidae (bats) 

• Canidae, except the domestic dog 

• Felidae, except the domestic cat 

• All Crocodilians (such as alliga¬ 
tors and crocodiles) 

• All Procyonidae (such as rac¬ 
coons, coatis and cacomistles) 

• All Viverridae (such as mon¬ 
gooses, civets and genets) 

• All venomous animals (including

Want to see the glasses and 
goggles that aerials skier 
Lydia Lassila and snowboard- 
er Lindsey Jacobellis wore at 
the Sochi Olympics? if you 
go to the website of the com¬ 
pany that manufactures their 
eyewear, you might be in for 
a shock. 

On the Australian section 
of Bolle.com, photos of Lass¬ 
ila, Jacobellis and other com¬ 
petitors at the Sochi Games 
have been digitally blurred to 
obscure their faces. 


Open to change 


During the Sochi Olympics, 
the athletes can’t let their 
images be used for any 
commercial advertising. 
The blackout applies from 
nine days before the open¬ 
ing ceremony until three 
days after the closing — 
from Jan. 30 to Feb. 26. 


This isn’t a throwback to 
the days when Soviet propa¬ 
ganda chiefs airbrushed 
people out of photos, it’s an 
extreme application of regu¬ 
lations meant to make sure 
that companies such as Bolle, 
which do not sponsor the 
Olympics, don’t get to adver¬ 
tise off the back of them. 

So the Olympics are a Pep- 


si-ffee zone, because Coca- 
Cola is an Olympic sponsor, 
in Sochi’s Olympic Park, only 
Visa cards work for payments 
or in ATMs, again because 
Visa is a sponsor. At one Sochi 
venue, an Olympic worker 
even slapped a white sticker 
over the Dell logo on a jour¬ 
nalist’s laptop, because the 
computer manufacturer isn’t 
an Olympic sponsor. 

For Olympians, the dense 
and confusing thicket of rules 
severely restricting advertis¬ 
ing is a serious issue. 

in theoiy, Olympians 
could be disqualified if they 
use the games to plug non- 
approved brands.

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Pompeii actioner latest flick 
to rake over the ancient ashes 


Rebirth of Vesuvius. 

It’s the volcanic mount 
that keeps on erupting, 
as Resident Evil director 
offers up his sword- 
and-sandaltake 



It’s said the people of Pompeii 
regarded the eruption of Mt. 
Vesuvius in 79 A.D. with “a re¬ 
sponse more of cniriosity than 
of alarm.” The volcano had 
burped and belched as many 
as 50 times over the years, so 
most of the city’s 20,000 cit¬ 
izens didn’t pay attention when 
Vesuvius started to gurgle. 

Perhaps they were too 
busy visiting one of the city’s 
many brothels — like a proto- 
Las Vegas, this was the rich¬ 
est city of ancient times, ripe 
with amenities and vice — or 
enjoying their lunches of 
broad beans, olives, dormice 
(plumped up by chefs in terra¬ 
cotta jars) or even garum, made 
from the first blood of a still¬ 
gasping mackerel, to detect the 
cloud of deadly volcanic ash 
headed their way. 

By the end of the day the 
dust “poured across the land,” 
claiming 2,000 hves. Buried 
beneath, “a darkness... hke the 
black of closed and imlighted 
rooms.” The remains of Pom¬ 
peii and its people were pre¬ 
served, left untouched for two 
millennia. 

Today the ancient city of 
Pompeii is one of the most

popular attractions in Italy, 
drawing almost three million 
tourists annually. But if you 
can’t make it to the Italian re¬ 
gion of Campania, a new movie 
aims to recreate the experience 
for you. 

Pompeii stars Kit Haring- 
ton, CarrieAnne Moss, Emily 


Browning and Kiefer Suther¬ 
land in a love stoiy about a 
slave-tumed-gladiator (Haring- 
ton) who must rescue his be¬ 
loved, Cassia (Brovming), before 
a rolling mountain of lava and 
ash dooms her to the ages. 

The big action adventure 
take on the stoiy directed by 


Resident Evil helmer Paul W.S. 
Anderson has an ancestor in 
The Last Days of Pompeii, a 
1913 silent sword-and-sandal 
movie based on the Sir Ed¬ 
ward Bulwer-Lytton novel of 
the same name. That book has 
been remade eight times. 

The most famous version 
came in 1959. The big budget 
Cinemascope production was 
to have been directed by Mario 
Bonnard, but when he fell ill 
on the first day of shooting, 
screenwriter Sergio Leone (who 
would go on to make classics 
like The (Tood, the Bad and 
the Ugly) stepped in. It’s big on 


pageantiy, just as the advertis¬ 
ing taglines would suggest. It’s 
a “Fieiy Summit of Spectacle,” 
the posters screamed, promis¬ 
ing an inside look at, “the City 
that lived in Sin and Died in 
Flame!” 

Certainly it’s more pufied- 
up than Up Pompeii, a 1971 
Frankie Howerd comedy that 
featured a speech by emperor 
Ludicrus Sextus during Vesu¬ 
vius’ eruption.

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Havana nods to its glitzy 
gangster past with hotel reno 



Capri Hotel. The place 
where Mafiosi rested 
their weary heads gets 
a facelift for tourists 


In its heyday, Havana’s Capri 
hotel and casino was the play¬ 
ground of men known as The 
Blade and The Fat Butcher. 
It was also a pleasure garden 
for headline stars who por¬ 
trayed Mafiosi on the silver 
screen: George Raft, known for 
hoodlum roles such as Guino 
Rinaldo in 1932’s Scarface, was 
the casino’s celebrity “greeter” 
and made his home in the 19th- 
fioor penthouse. 

Havana’s hedonistic mob- 
and-movie-star days came to 
an end with Fidel Castro’s 1959 
revolution, and the hotel drift¬ 
ed into a long, slow decline. But 
now the Capri is back in busi¬ 
ness after being closed more 
than a decade ago. Its rebirth is 
part of Cuba’s latest bid to trade 
on its colourful pre-Communist 


past and attract tourist dollars 
to fund its socialist present. 

“It’s a feeling of that era (at 
the Capri). I think in Cuba you 
feel that in general,” said Ro¬ 
berto Escalante, a 62-year-old 
Mexican university professor 
who was staying in fire hotel 


this month during an academic 
conference. “It’s veiy comfort¬ 
able. It’s missing some services 
still, but yes, you feel like you’re 
back in those times — which 
were good!” Indeed, details 
such as the Capri’s polished, 
art-deco granite floors with 


their fioweiy bronze inlays fit 
right into a city that stiU teems 
with finned Chevrolet and Cad¬ 
illac classics. So do the graceful 
copper-colored lobby chande¬ 
liers, which like the floors are 
restored originals.

Universal Orlando. 

Theme park gets set 
to launch attractions 
guaranteed to make 
muggles happy

What’s old is new — or at 
least re-imagined — again at 
Universal Orlando Resort in 
Florida. Many of the park’s 
attractions are getting pop- 
culture injections and techno¬ 
logical facehfts to keep up 
with visitors’ expectations to 
be amazed, entertained and, 
of course, well fed. 

Central to the park’s chan¬ 
ges is the recent unveiling of 
Diagon Alley, the secret Lon¬ 
don side street only access¬ 
ible to the wizarding world in 
Hariy Potter. Even muggles 

— humans without special 
powers, for anyone not fam¬ 
iliar with the world of Potter 

— can soon shop where Hog- 
warts students purchase their 


school supphes. 

Mark Woodbuiy, vice- 
president of Universal Cre¬ 
ative, gave the Toronto Star 
and Metro Canada an exclu¬ 
sive Canadian sneak peek 
behind the closely guarded 
security fence of the still- 
under-construction attrac¬ 
tion, which opens this sum¬ 
mer. 

Created by author J.K. Row¬ 
ling, Diagon Alley is a hidden 
road in modem London open 
only to wizards. The tilting 
buildings in the alley are the 
setting of some of the most 
exciting scenes in the Potter 
series. 

“When people come in 
they are going to have a first 
impression of something that 
is totally mind-boggling,” said 
Woodbuiy. 

Still emerging from the 
sand-covered ground, punctu¬ 
ated by scaffolding, concrete 
and wiring, is a scaled-down 
London, complete with Kings 
Cross and Charing Cross rail¬ 
way stations, Leicester Square 
and Wyndham’s Theatre. Park 
guests will walk through one 
of the city’s brick walls and 
into the magical alley — the 


details of how are a secret. 

Inside the park, visitors 
will eat at the Leaky Cauldron, 
visit Ollivanders Wand Shop 
or buy a novelty item at the 
Weasleys’ Wizard Wheezes. 
At the far end of the alley 
is the gobhn-operated Grin- 
gotts Wizarding Bank; a large 
fire-breathing dragon will be 
perched on the roof of the 
building. 

It will also be home to Uni¬ 
versal Orlando’s newest ride, 
Hariy Potter and the Escape 
from Gringotts. “It really 
brings to hfe the movie,” 
Woodbuiy said. 

Diagon Alley is the second 
Hariy Potter-related experi¬ 
ence at Universal’s Orlando 
parks. In 2010, it opened The 
Wizarding World of Hariy 
Potter, located in Islands of 
Adventure, which welcomes 
visitors to Hogwarts castle and 
the Scottish mountain village 
of Hogsmeade. 

Park guests will soon be 
shuttled between the two 
sites onboard the Hogwarts 
Express. Leaving King’s Cross 
Station, the train will trav¬ 
el along an elevated track 
through the concrete build¬ 


ings and paved roads of the 
anything-but-Potter-like Uni¬ 
versal backlot before arriving 
at the gate of Hogsmeade. In¬ 
formation about the length, 
time and cost of the trip are 
as safely guarded as the re¬ 
cipe for butterbeer, a popu¬ 
lar drink at The Wizarding 
World. 

Woodbuiy said special 
technology, details of which 
were not part of the an¬ 
nouncement, will make pas¬ 
sengers think they are trav¬ 
elling through the hedged 
English countryside and mg- 
ged Scottish hills when they 
look out the train’s windows. 
“Physically it is in the park, 
but the experience is tmly in 
another place,” he said. “It is 
a dramatic experience.” 

A spell of change is also 
being cast at The Wizarding 
World. Woodbuiy says 
Zonko’s Joke Shop in Hogs¬ 
meade will be incorporated 
into the soon-to-open Weas¬ 
leys’ Wizard Wheezes in Di¬ 
agon, giving room for the 
neighbouring Honeydukes — 
a sweet shop — to expand. 

The Potter plans are just the 
latest in a series of updates to

Universal’s two parks. When 
it opened in 1999, the Amaz¬ 
ing Adventures of Spider-Man 
broke new ground with dark- 
ride tricks and motion simula¬ 
tion. To keep a rider’s Spidey 
sense tinghng, it under¬ 
went a hi-def redo two years 
ago. 

Over in Springfield (state 
unknown) U.S.A., resort 
chef Steven Jayson, who 
helped bring butterbeer to 
the masses, has developed 
a menu of food inspired 
by the Simpsons TV series. 
Park visitors can saddle up 
next to Barney at Moe’s 
Tavern for a Flaming Moe 
or Duff beer or enjoy a 
burger at Krusty Burger. 
Chicken and waffles are a 
popular choice at Cleatus’ 
Chicken Shack, while Lard 
Lad Donuts offers pie-sized 
doughnuts topped in pink 
icing.

Universal Orlando is recreat¬ 
ing the classic family road 
trip with its newest hotel 
complex, the Cabana Bay 
Beach Resort. Located steps 
from the park, the design 
was inspired by mid-century 
hotels such as those in the 
Wildwood, N.J., historic re¬ 
sort district. 

The property 

The north end of the prop¬ 
erty is slated to open March 
31, and features 600 rooms 
that are spread over three 
open-corridor buildings, each 
named after an iconic hotel:

The pool area 

The three buildings surround a 
10,000-square-foot pool, with a 
dive tower-inspired fountain, 17 
cabanas and the Atomic Tonic 
pool bar. The south end of the 
hotel will feature 1,200 rooms 
in two seven-stoiy towers with a 
similar-sized pool area between 
them 

Entertainment 

A ramp leads from the pool 
areas of both wings into the up¬ 
per floor of the main building— 
avoiding the lobby altogether — 
where guests will frnd a fitness 
centre, games room, bowling 
alley and cafeteria-style eating 
at Bayliner Diner. 


Family friendly 

The rooms are designed with 
families in mind. A sliding 
wall separates the two-bed 
sleeping area from a small 
sitting area, complete with a 
queen size pullout. The bath¬ 
room is separated into a toilet, 
shower and sink area, so mul¬ 
tiple family members can get 
ready at once. The suites also 
come with a small kitchenette 
with microwave and fridge.

Mellowing garlic’s intensity 



The goal was simple: create 
the most intense garlic pasta. 

But there was a caveat. 
There is no joy in a dish that 
reeks of too much garlic, or 
that is so potent it is inedible. 
You want a garlic pasta that is 
deeply savouiy, delicious and 
dripped with garlic flavour in 
every bite, but pleasantly so 
and without leaving you feel¬ 
ing overwhelmed. 

The solution? A simple 
sauce made from garlic that 
is poached and pureed. The 


poaching mellows the garlic’s 
intensity, but not its flavour. 

Combine the puree with 
grated Parmesan cheese and 
a splash of the pasta cooking 
water and you have a pasta 
dish that is over-the-top deli¬ 
cious and outrageously gar¬ 
licky. 

This Fettuccine with Gar- 
lic-Parmesan Puree calls for 2 
cups of garlic cloves. And yet 
it calls for veiy little else. You 
will be amazed at the depth 
of flavour you get from so few 


ingredients. 

1 . In a medium saucepan 
over medium-high heat, com¬ 
bine the garlic and broth. 
Bring to a boil and cook for 
12 minutes, or until the broth 
is reduced by half and the gar¬ 
lic is very tender. Transfer the 
garlic and broth to a blender 
and puree until smooth. Set 
aside. 

2. Bring pot of salted water 
to a boil. Add pasta and cook 


until al dente, 8 to 10 min¬ 
utes. Reserve 1/4 cup of the 
pasta cooking water, then 
drain the pasta and transfer 
to a large bowl. 

3. Pour the garlic puree over 
the pasta. Using tongs, toss

Sidney Crosby may have been 
held pointless against Nathan 
MacKinnon and the Colorado 
Avalanche last October, but the 
latter knows exactly who dom¬ 
inated that game. 

“He didn’t get a point but 
walking away from the rink, 
eveiyone knew he was the 
best player in the league,” said 
MacKinnon of the Pittsburgh 
Penguins’ captain. “He didn’t 
have to score to show that. 

“He’s so hard to play against, 
so strong on both sides of the 
puck. He gets players on their 
heels so quickly because he’s so 
unpredictable and so talented.” 

The 18-year-old has 
watched his fellow Cole Har¬ 
bour coimterpart do the same 
in Team Canada’s first three 
games of the Olympics, but 
produce only two assists for his 
effort. He’s heard aU of the criti¬ 
cism over Crosby’s lack of scor¬ 
ing, and he has some advice for 
fans and media alike: relax. The 
Canucks are 3-0 aher aU. 

“He’s been playing fine,” 
added MacKinnon, who 


dropped in on the Halifax 
Mooseheads’ practice on Tues¬ 
day. “He hasn’t had a goal 
against, it’s Austria and Nor¬ 
way. No offence to those teams, 
but Canada will beat those 
teams without Sid getting a hat 
trick. He played well against 
the Finns; he got an assist on 
(Drew) Doughty’s goal. The 
media needs something to talk 
about so they talk about Sid.” 

As Canada prepares for its 


quarter-final matchup against 
Latvia on Wednesday, there’s 
no doubt in MacKinnon’s mind 
that Crosby will raise his game 
as needed. 

“When it counts he’U be 
there, it’s pretty tough for 


people to comment from their 
basements or from wherever 
they’re watching the games, 
it’s a lot tougher than you think 
out there. With that D-corps it’s 
going to be tough for teams to 
beat them.” 


MacKinnon, who’s the fa¬ 
vourite to win the Calder Tro¬ 
phy, couldn’t help but think 
about being part of the hoopla 
some day. 

“Represenhng Canada at 
the world juniors was a lot 
of hm but i can only imagine 
what it would be Ihce at the 
Olympics,” he said. “There’d be 
a lot of pressure, but that seems 
to bring out the best in our Can¬ 
adian players.”

Like any other fan, Stacy Roest 
can be dazzled by Jonathan 
Dronin’s most impressive on- 
ice gift of seemingly making 
something out of nothing. 

The difference is that as 
Tampa Bay Lightning’s dhec- 
tor of player development, 
he’s responsible for monitor¬ 
ing the Hahfax Mooseheads 
leading scorer, who also hap¬ 
pens to be the Lightning’s 
third overall pick in last year’s 
draft, making him their most 
promising prospect. 

Since September, when 
Drouin was cut by Tampa Bay 
and sent back to the Moose¬ 
heads, Roest has made the 
trek north a handful of times 
to check up on the 18-year-old 
forward’s progress. 

His most recent stop ar¬ 
rived last week, where over 



four days the pah trained on 
and off the ice. Roest also got 
to see Drouin in game action, 
and was impressed.

“But he’s developing his 
two-way game. He’s kilhng 
penalties, winning faceohs. 


back checking. He’s moving 
more with the puck; he’s play¬ 
ing centre now so that helps 
his game in learning a new 
position. He’s making more 
plays at higher speeds that you 
have to do at the NHL level.” 

As someone who has a 
wealth of hockey knowledge, 
having played in the NHL, AHL 
and overseas, he knows the 
formidable challenge facing 
Drouin. 

“it was a big adjustment for 
Jonathan to come back to the 
Mooseheads where he’s used 
to going to a camp and then 
always making that team. 

“But in his case, as with a 
lot of our prospects, he’s got 
to get stronger; he’s working 
hard to be a more complete 
player. But his offensive in¬ 
stincts and stick skills are 


second to none.” 

Drouin says all the work - 
the video analysis, the faceoff 
drills, strength training - is 
paying off. 

“Stacy’s a great guy to have 
for any reason, but he knows 
a lot about the game. As much 
as i like to focus on offence, 
defence is the key. if you don’t 
have that, you’re not going to 
play in the NHL.” 

There’s no doubt in Roest’s 
mind that Drouin will be an 
impact NHL players, it’s just a 
case of when, not if 

“it’s a long grind to get to 
the NHL. There are a lot of 
people who want to play there 
and it’s a hard league to play in 
and even harder to stay there. 
But you keep your head down 
and keep plugging away.”

Snowstoim no match 
for Riddle’s twists 


Ski halfpipe. Alberta 
freestyle skier 
conquers challenging 
conditions to win silver 
medal in Olympic 
debut of competition 


A big blast of winter weather 
finally arrived at the Sochi 
Games on Tuesday night, 
dumping a big helping of 
thick snow just in time for the 
Olympic debut of the men’s 
ski halfpipe competition. 

The challenging conditions 
didn’t faze Canada’s Mike Rid¬ 
dle at all. The veteran freestyle 
skier stuck with his plan to 
unveil a new combination for 
his final run and it helped him 
win a silver medal. 

“1 managed to hnk togeth¬ 
er some tricks that 1 haven’t 
done before,” Riddle said. “1 
couldn’t be happier with the 
result.” 

Riddle hit back-to-back 
double cork 1260’s for the first 
time — three and-a-half rota¬ 
tions with two twists per trick 
— and it was enough to wow 
the judges at Rosa Khutor Ex¬ 


treme Park. The rest of his run 
was clean and it earned him a 
score of 90.60 points. 

“Just to be here is unbehev- 
able and then to get a medal — 
I’m speechless,” he said. 

American David Wise took 
the gold with a total of 92.00 
and Kevin Rolland of France 
won bronze with 88.60 points. 
Calgary’s Noah Bowman fin¬ 
ished fifth while Justin Dorey 
of Vernon, B.C., missed jumps 
in both his final runs and end¬ 
ed up 12th. 

Riddle won a world title 
in 2011 and took the overall 
World Cup crown last season. 

“1 did have more in the ar¬ 
senal that 1 wanted to bring 
out but conditions made it 
kind of impossible to maintain 
speed,” he said. 

Riddle had reached the top 
10 in his last 12 competitions 
entering the Games.

“So if you 
weren’t perfect, you were 
done, basically. Eveiy trick had 
to be pretty much perfect.”

Canadians find silver lining on short track 


It was a bittersweet day for 
Canada’s Olympic short-track 
speedskating team. 

Gold-medal hopeful 
Charles Hamelin crashed 
out of the 500-metre heats 
on Tuesday, but within the 
hour Canada’s women’s 
3,000-metre relay team won a 
silver medal. 

“We feel great. We are 
really happy to have got the 
silver medal,” said speed- 
skater Jessica Hewitt. “1 have 
never been on an (Olympic) 
podium before and we have 
worked very hard for this.” 


South Korea won gold in 
the women’s relay with a 
time of four minutes 9.498 
seconds, followed closely by 
China. However, the Chinese 
were disqualified because 
their skaters did not immedi¬ 
ately leave the track after 
passing off to their team¬ 
mates. 

That bumped the Can¬ 
adian team of Marie-Eve Dro- 
let, Hewitt, Valerie Maltais 
and Marianne St-Gelais up 
from third place. Canada’s 
final time was 4:10.641. 

“We tried a different strat¬ 


egy here

The coach didn’t march 
with Canada in the open¬ 
ing ceremonies of the Sochi 
Olympics, marching with the 
U.S. team instead. 

A day after the Canadian 
ice dancers won Olympic 
silver behind Meryl Davis 
and Charlie White, Virtue 


and Moir lamented Zoueva’s 
split allegiances, admitting 
to times during this season 
when they wondered if stay¬ 
ing in Canton, Mich., was 
even a good idea. 

“There were moments for 
sure,” Moir said. “We needed 
to take a step back and re¬ 
evaluate if our situation was 
ideal and if it was going to be 
the training atmosphere that 
got us on top of the podium. 

“We were both pretty 
blunt with her in the fall and 
even leading up to the Olym¬ 
pics that we weren’t happy 
and we felt that sometimes 
she wasn’t in our corner.... 
She’s not in an easy position.” 

Virtue and Moir praised 
Zoueva for how she handled 
the delicate situation. The 
coach listened, they said, and 
reshaped parts of their pro¬ 
gram. 


Americans take over 


Virtue and Moir edged the 
Americans for gold in Van¬ 
couver and then went on to 
win the 2010 and 2012 world 
championships. But results 
started tipping in Davis and 
White’s favour this season 
with judges seemingly pre¬ 
ferring the Americans’ style. 


• “I guess styles or prefer¬ 
ences ... I’d be lying if I sat 
up here and said I didn’t 
feel that in December and 
in the fall,” Moir said. 


“I’m fine. It’s OK. 1 made 
them first and now they are 
second. It’s OK, really,” said 
Zoueva when asked about 
Virtue and Moir’s comments.

NFL. Incognito takes on 
softer tone in wake of 
bullying investigation 


Dolphins offensive lineman 
Richie Incognito offered apolo¬ 
gies to teammate Jonathan 
Martin, team owner Stephen 
Ross and investigator Ted 
Wells on Tuesday in the wake 
of the NFL-ordered report de- 
taihng a racially charged bully¬ 
ing scandal. 

The report stated there 
was a “pattern of harassment” 
committed by Incognito and 
teammates John Jerry and 
Mike Pouncey that extended 
to two Dolphins hnemen and 
an assistant trainer, all targets 
of vicious taunts and racist in¬ 
sults. 

On his Twitter account. In¬ 
cognito wrote, “1 would hke to 
send Jonathan my apologies 
as well. Until someone tells 
me different you are still my 
brother. No hard feehngs:)” 

He also apologized to Wells 
and Ross, saying “this (stuff) 
got Cray, cray.” 

“There are no wiimers in the 
courts,” he wrote.

Incognito, 30, had closed his 
Twitter account for two days, 
but returned Monday night 
with a noticeably different 
tone, apologizing for “acting 



hke a big baby.”

Incognito’s contract with 
the Dolphins is about to expire, 
making him an unrestricted 
free agent who can sign with 
any team.

Review. The last time 
Honda made a hybrid as 
impressive as the Accord 
it was over a decade ago 
with the original Insight

When a new hybrid sedan is 
called for, it appears that Honda 
is finally prepared to step up and 
deliver. 

But instead of just one ver¬ 
sion of the Accord, there are 
two to consider: the Accord 
Plug-In that might possibly 
come to Canada (it’s now avail¬ 
able stateside); and another 
with less batteiy juice that you 
don’t plug in. 

Both hybrids can operate 
on battery or gasohne power 
independently or together in 
combination. It’s the type of 
system commonly used in the 
Toyota Camiy, Ford Fusion and 
Hyundai Sonata/Kia Optima 
duo. 

Up to now for Honda, the 
electric motor operated only 
in tandem with the gas engine 


(referred to as a partial or mild 
hybrid). That makes for good, 
but not exactly leading-edge 
fuel economy, and Honda has 
come up short in challenging 
Toyota and others for its right¬ 
ful share of the expanding hy¬ 
brid market. Until now, that is 
(see factbox). 

The secret to the Accord 
Hybrid is what Honda calls its 
Intelhgent Multi-Mode Drive, 
or i-MMD. The system consists 
of two electric motors that 
are serviced by a lithium-ion 
batteiy pack plus a 141-horse¬ 
power 2.0-litre four-cylinder 
engine. One 166-horsepower 
electric motor serves as the 
Accord’s primary powerplant 
and principally drives the front 
wheels, while the other motor 
acts as a fixed-ratio direct-drive 
continuously variable trans¬ 
mission (referred to by Honda 
as an e-CVT). 

The gasohne engine func¬ 
tions exclusively as a gener¬ 
ator for much of the time (sort 
of lilce the Chevrolet Volt) by 
supplying power to the drive 
motor as weU as helping to 
recharge the batteries. But 
at cruising speeds above 70 
km-h, it seamlessly connects to 
drive the front wheels, with or

without electric-motor assist, 
depending on the load (acceler¬ 
ating and or heading uphill). In 
these instances, the system’s 
195 net total horsepower and 
226 pound-feet of torque come 
into play. 

The reason the Accord’s city 
fiiel economy is so impressive 
is that at speeds below 70 km- 
h, and under light-load condi¬ 
tions, only the electric drive 
motor is functioning to power 
the front wheels, or while the 
batteries have sufficient juice. 

The entire drivetrain is

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the proof they would ever need 
to drop US $11,000 or so on a 
proven package, but what if 
your wallet is a bit thicker? Is 
anything possible with any car? 
“With a big enough cheque, 

yes. ” 

A full-on 600-700-horse- 
power rebuild with a LoveFab 
turbocharger system and all 
the tuning to optimize the NSX 
can run close to US $30,000, 
but there is no guesswork for 
customers. The price, while it 
seems healthy, is just a small 
percentage of the research and 
development costs that it took 
to create the package in the 
first place. For buyers who love 
their NSX and have the cash, it 
seems like a no-brainer. Dan 
SpineUi of Albany, N.Y., shipped 
his red 1993 NSX to LoveFab 
in Michigan for a total engine 
overhaul and power boost. 

“1 have a buddy with a 
(Porsche) 911 who needs a 
little lesson. He doesn’t know 

yet. Fm thinking 550-600 rear- 
wheel-horsepower. It’s really a 
sickness and there should be 
a hotline for ‘speedism,’” said 
Albany. But what about newer 
cars with engines bathed in 
electronics? Can you just drop 
off your new BMW for some up¬ 
grading? Is it too comphcated? 

“No,” says Loveland, “In 
most cases, the plethora of 
electronics and mechanical 
advances helps dial the car 
in that much further. What 
makes things difficult on the 
‘street car’ side of things is all 
of the emissions laws... For in¬ 


stance, our NSX turbo systems 
have passed emissions in 49 
states, and will even pass the 
strict sniffer tests of California. 
But, because there are ‘visible’ 
modifications, the cars are not 
street legal. This is a huge nuis¬ 
ance and quite a drain on our 
overall gross sales.” 

There are other issues, too, 
especially when the cars end 
up in the hands of others who 
are less experienced. 

“Generally, we don’t see an 
NSX back in the shop once it 
has left. The unfortunate but 
very common exception is 
when a long-distance customer 
entrusts their NSX to another 
tuner shop, and ends up with 
a blown motor. The customers 
are told that they can expect 
X amount more power, when 
that shop doesn’t have the ex¬ 
perience necessaiy to dictate 
what a ‘safe’ power level is. 
Half of the cars in here over 
the past two years were direct¬ 
ly related to other shops.” 

It’s a high-stakes business 
that hkely makes anyone won¬ 
der why they’re in it in the first 
place. “Aside from the obvious 
of making a hving to support 
my family,” says Loveland, 
“the largest driving factor is 
witnessing the customer’s 
giddy-schoolgirl-scream and 
ear-to-ear smile that always 
happens during the first drive 
after modification. 

“Our idea of a happy cus¬ 
tomer is one who can hop in 
their car at any time of the 
year, fire it up, and it starts 


every time. They can go to the 
groceiy store to get milk, or to 
the track and bang out some 
hot laps. Today’s ‘tuner cars’ 
have to do it all, or the custom¬ 
er won’t be happy.” 


From the other side of the 
fence, NSX owner Spinelh 
jokingly sums up the appar¬ 
ent never-ending obsession 
with speed. “If you’re not first, 
you’re last.”

In the quest for the outra¬ 
geous, the unique and the blin¬ 
dingly fast, where a stock car 
just won’t cut it, there is “the 
tuner.” If you’re unwilling to be 
outgunned — ever — chances 
are you’ll be on the phone with 
someone like Cody Loveland, 
the owner of LoveFab, Inc., 
based in Traverse City, Mich. 

The point is simple. Com¬ 
panies such as LoveFab take the 
guesswork out of doing modi¬ 
fications yourself You pick up 
the phone, say what you want 
your ride to do, and Loveland 
will tell you how much it will 
cost to get there. Road racing, 
rallying, street driving, week¬ 
end drag racing. It doesn’t real¬ 
ly matter. 

But how does LoveFab know 
what to do? Well, the company 
is perhaps best known for its 
engine programs for the Acura 
NSX, which was built from 
1991-2005. Loveland works 
with other makes/brands such 
as Porsche, BMW and the new 
2014 Corvette Stingray, but 
over the years, he has learned 
what can and can’t be done to 
the NSX’s small V6 engine. And 
not always by doing things the 
easy way. 

Equipment limitations are 
often discovered by breaking 
things, or by racing ... or both. 
Top tuners race their own hard¬ 
ware to learn and Loveland 
seems to have a flair for the dra¬ 
matic. Namely, the yearly Pikes 
Peak International HiU Climb 


in Colorado. 

“Racing is the most brutal 
form of testing there is, espe¬ 
cially Pikes Peak. When you’re 
racing cars at 14,000 feet, the 
strain on the parts is astro¬ 
nomical when compared to 
street driving at relative sea 
level. When you’re racing up 
a mormtain, and you look over 
the edge DOWN at an airplane, 
it really gives you a sense of 
magnitude. Our parts survive 
up there, we’ve proven it, and 
so they survive in normal street 
or track driving without issue. 
In fact, we have a couple of 
NSX turbo systems with over 
100,000 miles on them with 
zero issues since installation.”

You think the Olympics are 
competitive? Try designing 
vehicles for a living. 

First you got to get a job 
as a designer at a major auto¬ 
maker. It’s a tight job market. 
There are more professional 
basketball players in the NBA 
than there are professional 
cars designers in the entire 
world. If you’re lucky and 
good enough to get that gig, 
you’re still not home free. 

At Chiysler there can be 
as many as 15-plus exterior 
designers working on the 
same project, hoping to have 
their work carried to the next 
stage, says Jeff Hammound 
during our interview session 


at the Toronto auto show. 
“They never say you are the 
next designer of the car. 
Everybody sketches. Every¬ 
body puts designs on the 
wall.” 

But this Chiysler designer, 
a native of Guelph, Ontario, 
struck gold twice. One of his 
designs became the 2011 Jeep 
Grand Cherokee, and just re¬ 
cently, his work came to life 
in the form of the all-new 
2014 Chiysler 200. 


Not only was he the lead 
exterior designer of the 200, 
but during the design process 
he was promoted to design 
manager, to oversee all the 
vehicle’s exterior design mat¬ 
ters right through to produc¬ 
tion. “That was unusual. It 
doesn’t always happen that 
way. It gave me a lot of owner¬ 
ship of the design. I obviously 
had a lot of help from upper 
management ... But it really 
feels like my baby.” 


You don’t run into car de¬ 
signers on the street every¬ 
day, especially Canadian 
ones, so Hammound agreed 
to quick Q&A about his pro¬ 
fession.... 

Typical day at the office? 

“If we’re sketching, you 
sketch all day long. A lot 
of us like to sketch after 
hours ... If the vehicle is 
“in clay” you’ll spend your 
day on floor, tapping lines. 


etc. You’re in rough clothes 
because you get covered in 
clay. It’s fun though. Then 
you’re working with engin¬ 
eers and going to a lot of 
meetings.” 

Hardest part of the job? 

“The time you spend tiying 
to hold your design. That’s 
the hardest part. That it stays 
true to its original design, 
through cost constraints, 
manufacturing constraints. 


engineering constraints. 

You really have to learn to 
balance your emotions. You 
need to learn to take criti¬ 
cism and not take it so per¬ 
sonally, but you don’t want 
to take the personal element 
out of it either, because it’s 
the passion that makes a 
design successful.” 

Best advice to a car designer 
wanna-be? 

“Definitely look at going to 
one of the more prestigious 
(design) schools, because 
you’ll get exposure to the 
auto industiy. The car com¬ 
panies come in and say, we 
like you, you and you. (Ham¬ 
mound went to Detroit’s 
College for Creative Studies). 
Besides that, you really have 
to be passionate. It’s very 
competitive and you’ll be 
putting in long hours.” 

Dream assignment? 

“As most designers would 
say — a super car. Few 
restrictions and more about 
what can you do to make it 
as ostentatious as possible. 
The proportions are also 
wide and long — makes for a 
really nice canvas.”

Heavy-duty trucks built to be invincible 


Driving Force. GM, Ford 
and Chrysler are sole trio 
to sell half-ton-plus beasts 
and their capabilities 
don't go unnoticed

If you have a big job to do, 
chances are you’ll need a big 
truck. Heavy-duty pickup 
trucks usually look similar to 
their hghter-duty sibhngs, but 
they’re built to handle more 
stress. 

“The difference is in their 
capability,” says Jeff Luke, 
executive chief engineer for 
General Motors’ full- and mid¬ 
size trucks. “Eveiything is up- 


sized and stronger.” 

Pickup trucks are designat¬ 
ed by their payload capacity, 
which is the combined weight 
of passengers and cargo they 
can cany, measured in tons. 
A light-duty truck, which is 
badged as a 1500 or 150 de¬ 
pending on the manufacturer, 
is popularly called a half-ton. 

Heavy-duty trucks are rated 
in three-quarter-ton (badged 


as 2500 or 250), and in one-ton 
(3500 or 350). 

These “ton” names are ac¬ 
tually out of date, and mod¬ 
em tmcks can handle much 
more—GM’s new one-ton can 
cany more than three times 
that much. They were intro¬ 
duced back when tmcks had 
far less capacity, and a half-ton 
could only cany 1,000 lbs., but 
the names have stuck. Buyers

should look at the actual speci¬ 
fications for each tmck to de¬ 
termine what they need. 

Building a heavy-duty tmck 
starts with the frame. While 
it’s basically the same overall 
dimension as on a half-ton 
tmck, the sections are thicker 
to handle heavier loads. The 
axles are larger, the shocks are 
stronger, and the tires are built 
to take more weight. Some 
tmcks have dual rear wheels, 
which spreads the load across 
four tires and allows for even 
more capacity. 

Heavy-duty tmcks will of¬ 
fer diesel engines, which pro¬ 
vide the highest amount of 
torque—the low-end pulling 
power needed to move heavy 
loads or big trailers. The trans¬ 
mission and rear end have to 
be strong enough to handle 
the engine’s power as well. 

When the engine is work¬ 
ing hard, keeping it cool is 
an issue. “The radiator will be 
larger and heavier, and there 
will be more coolant,” Luke 
says. “These engines may have 
more oil in them, and there 
will be coolers for the oil and 
transmission fluid.” 

There are larger openings 
in the bumper area so air can 
easily flow over the oil and 
transmission coolers, which 
look like miniature radiators. 


To note 


• Titanic trio. Currently, only 
GM, Ford and Chrysler make 
heavy-duty trucks. The largest 
Japanese pickup truck available 
is a half-ton. 

• Be prepared. Any vehicle that 
regularly tows a trailer should 
be equipped with a transmis¬ 
sion fluid cooler to avoid 
premature wear or damage. 

• Ratings. Trucks are rated on 
how much they can carry, and 
how much they can tow with 
a trailer hitch and with a fifth- 
wheel hitch, which attaches in 
the bed. 


If these fluids aren’t kept cool, 
it can lead to premature wear 
or even component failure in 
the engine or transmission. 

The down side is that be¬ 
cause these tmcks are heavier 
than a half-ton tmck, they 
also get poorer fuel economy. 
“That’s just physics, so we tiy 
to offset it with aerodynam¬ 
ics,” Luke says. “On this new 
tmck, the air deflector shape 
is taken from the Gorvette 
so that air travels around it. 
Eveiy httle bit helps.”

This was prior to the mid-1980s, 
when humans, and not robots, did 
the painting. Over time, the baked 
globules would congeal and harden 
into substances resembhng multicol¬ 
oured stones. Now scavenged mostly 
from abandoned factories, Fordite is 
being recycled by artisans and turned into amazing-looking 
jewehy, including broaches, rings, pendants, earrings and 
the hke. You can find a number of Fordite jewelry artisans 
online, including Gahfomia-based Joanie’s Greations. The 
company sells a variety of pieces from a constantly evolv¬ 
ing collection that are priced in the US $100 range. Visit 
joaniescreationsofcoronado.pdqsys.com.
